lels cleared for Bluefields on or after 
June 1 may not enter this port with- 
out the permission of the Madriz gov- 
ernment. The official decree wns is- 
sued from aboard the Nicnraguan war 
vessel Venus, and if its provisions are 
observed It will mean that the coast- 
wise traffic will be absolutely In the 
control of President Madriz and the 
consequent weakening of the position 
of the insurgents at Bluiflelds.

HEADS OF MATCHES 


Coroner Probes Rumor That 


Only Faith Healer Had, 


Attended Child. 


Just as Mrs. Samuel Hartle, 425 Fifth

daughter in her arms, reached the home 
of Dr. J. E. Stults at 7:30 o'clock this 
morning, the little one expired as the 
result of phosphorus poisoning. 
The 


little sufferer had eaten the heads of a 
total 
of 
forty-three 
matches 
on 


Wednesday 
afternoon, 
and 
Coroner 


Keslpr who was called in the case, Is 
probing a rumor that until this morn- 
ing the treatment of the child had been 
entrusted solely to'a faith healer. 


According to Information gleaned by 


the coroner, the mother placed the lit- 
tle one In Its chair Wednesday after- 
noon and turned her attention to house- 
hold work at which she was engaged. 
The babe 
was 
apparently 
amusing 


itself and the mother's attention was 
not attracted for some time when she 
heard the sound of a falling object and 
turned to find that the babe had got- 
ten hold of a box of matches and was 
eatlng_the deadly phosphorus from tha 
heads of the matches. 


Forty-three Were Eaten. 


Rescuing the babe as quickly as pos- 


sible, a later count showed that the 
heads of a total of forty-three matches • 
had been eaten by the little one, and 
in a short time the child became se- 
riously 111. 
It Is said that In accor- 


dance with the belief of the family, no 
physician was called but 
that 
the 


treatment of the little sufferer was 
entrusted to a faith healer residing In 
the neighborhood. 


During the greater part of the night 


the babe Is said to have been very ill. 
and early today the despairing mother 
wrapped the little sufferer up carefully 
and hurried with it to Dr. StulU to 
place It under the care of the physi- 
cian. It gave but a feeble gasp as the 
physician's house wns reached, and 
after learning the circumstances Dr.

A bulletin from Supt. J. C. Sullivan,

Ten hours a're con- 
Jdered a day's work In the yards, but 
In busy times the yard force is com- 
' pelled "to work eleven hours without 


any extra rate for the extra hour. As 
stated, the increase begins April 1 and 
as a result some of the yard men will 


, receive as high as $135 from the pay- 


master on his next visit. Their pay 
roll will include the extra two cents 
per hour for both April and May. This 
Increase affects every division terminal 
on the Wabash system, but only the 
hourly wage rate in Fort Wayne Is In- 
cluded in this item. The Increase Is 
two cents per hour everywhere, but the 
.scale of wages Is not the same at all 
points.

the contributions for the day amount- 
ed to $8,000. 
In Sun Francisco the 


year after th? fire. S2S.OOO was realized 
on tag day. 
In Chicago one society 


collected 
thirteen 
thousand dimes, 


showing what results are obtainable if 
there is a large force of enthusiastic 
workers. Tho Fort Wayne society :s 
steadily Increasing its force of tag- 
gers nnd desires to run the list up 
to at least two 
hundred women, a 


force large enough to reach the people 
in the stores, office buildings. In the 
streets and everywhere that people ar; 
to be found in numbers is desired. The 
women that do the "tagging" are to 
wear an "official 
badge" and have 


white boxes, each one of sufficient ca- 
pacity to hold the entire fund sought. 
These solicitors will move about in 
pairs and they expect to cover prac- 
tically the whole city. Each commit- 
tee chairman has charge of the youn? 
girls who will assist her and all of 
these women are well known in church 
and social circles. There seems to be 
no real objection to intrusting them 
with the care of daughters for a few 
hours on June 4. The tags are not to 
bo pinned onto peopje, but are to be 
displayed In such conspicuous places 
as will easily attract those dominated 
with the helpful spirit. The contrlbu- 
tlons for tags will be entirely vohi'i- 
Uiry. Those who do not want to pur- 
chase them need not do so. though 
there Is little doubt that every ono will 
want to help with the work. There is 
so much inspiration 
In enthusiasm 


that when the Saturday choppers see 
their friends decked out with tags they 
will immediately go and do likewise. 
It Is a mistake for anyone to be satis- 
fied with' wearing one tag. The more 
decorations of this sort the more hon- 
or to tho wearer, for it proves the ex- 
tent of his Interest. Not one*tng. but 
many should he the motto of tag buy- 
ers, and if the town will only enter 
Into the spirit of the thing and If each 
Individual will help to the extent of his 
ability, there Is no limit to the result 
of tag day.

take pleasure in making dainty under- 
wear, and a garment such as Is pictured 
jhere will be agreeable work, because It 
can be easily cut nnd finished in one 
afternoon. 
The model consists of a 


snug fitted corset cover and circular 
drawers. 


Some women will prefer to finish the 


garments separately: that is, without 
Joining at the waist line, which the 
pattern provides for. 


This design- Is In seven sizes, that 


run from 
thirty-two 
to 
forty-four 


Inches waist measure, and to copy It 
In the medium-sizes requires two and 
one-half "yards of coods thirty-six in- 
ches wide, or two and one-eighth yards 
forty-five Inches In width. 


When making this combination for 


the average person the pattern will 
not reqtllre'adjustlng. If, however, one 
Is particularly long or exceedingly short 
walsted. the corset cover portion of the 
pattern should he corrected at tho w»lst 
line, and the change should he made 
In the paper pattern before the cloth 
Is cut. This correction must be done 
by pinning th« pieces of pattern 
to- 


gether and slipping them on. 


If the dcslgn'is too long the paper 


should be cut away, but If too short the 
necessary length must be added. 


All seams should be felled, as are al- 


so those joining the trimming and the 
garment. A narrow edge of embroidery
